San Poil River  



Liberalize the daily bag limit for walleye to 16 fish on the lower 

San Poil River, to align with existing regulations for Lake 

Roosevelt and the lower Spokane River. 

 

San Poil River Regulation Proposal  
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The Lake Roosevelt walleye population remains 

overabundant.  

 

Lake Roosevelt may not have the available nutrients / 

productivity  to support the current amount of predator 

biomass. 

 

At the present abundance level, walleye predation on 

important game and non-game fish species is a concern.   

 

An increase in angler harvest is necessary to meet 

management goals.

Goals 

Increase walleye harvest 

annually to 150,000 

Reduce walleye population 

by 50%, to pre-2002 level 

(< 200,000) 

Improve fish community
